Borne reporta are bo 
irnu h lieavifT than any previously 
heard leads to a general belief that the 
British haayy naTal guna ara again 
active. 

A party which rode out sereral mlle-i 
to observe the bombardment of Lady- 
Bmlth could see a "long Tom" — a 40- 
pounder— posted on the railway side of 
the Bulwara, firing at Intervala of six 
to eight minutes. Another gun was ob- 
KtTved in operation at a little distance 
away. Puffs of smoke were discernible 
on tlte opposite side, ebowlng that 
Ladyamitb waa withstanding a big 
bombardment., The locality of tbe 
town was nothing but a huga cauldron 
of smolce. 



A tVnrm Fight. 

London, Nov. 13.— tbe war office is- 
sued the following dispatch from Cape 
Town. Nov. 12, noon: 

"Colonel Oough, at Orange river, re- 
ports that during the reconnaissance 
of 16 miles to a point nine miles west 
of Belmont, on Nov. 10, the officers oi 
tbe p&trgl first came on a Boer posi- 
tion talMA upon a sreat semi-clrcnlar 
ri^ge, t^<Hjm, out into a pUti»u. 
They endeavored to malce tbie Boers 
develop their strength by denionstrat- 
Itif With two aauadrpus of the Ninth 
Lancers and a Haid t&ttery oil the left 
wing, with one and one-half companies 
of mounted infantry on the right wing, 
and with artillery in the middle of the 
plateau out of the infantry fire. 

"Tbe B6ers began by firing at tbe 
British cavalry from a gun at tbe 
north end. As the cavalry, in open or- 
der, began to circle around them, the 
hiUa seemed ful^ ot sharpshooters. 
The mounted Innntry aadaavorad to 
outflank the Boers' left in order to 
discover the laager, coming under a 
heavy and unexpected 'flra from a few 
■kirmisbers. 

"Casualties: Killed— Colonel C. B. 
Keith Falconer, Northumberland Fu- 
Blliers; Lieutenant Wood. Wounded — 
Lieutenants F. Boylacd and H. C. Hall 
of the North Lancashire, regiment. 
Names of privates in list of casualties 
not sent. 

, "Our guns flred Beveral apparently 
« Sj^t^tjVe shots, but the enemy did not 
respond, having withdrawn with tbe 
wounded. Tbe enemy did not lire on an 
ambulance. Colonel Cotigh withdrew 
bis force after a demonstration lasting 
three hours and returned to camp the 
same afternoon near Orange river." 

At Kliiiberley. 
Cape Town, Nov. 13.— The follow- 
ing telegram. /hidated, has been re- 
ceived from Klmberley by a dispatch 
rider: 

"Tbf Boers made their appearance 
near Carter'a farm. Tbe British opened 
fire with a maxim, tbe enemy reply- 
ing with rifles. By mistake our fire 
went down into the valley, killing a 
member of tbe Cape police and wound- 
ing another. The British finally retired 
on tbe reservoir, where two gutta were 
brought up to shell tbe Boers. The 
result is not yet known. 

"Meanwhile some Boers had occu- 
pied Kampersdam, firing with one gun 
on Ottos Kopje, but not fcetting the 
mnigei they did no damage. It it be- 
lieved that six Boeri were killed In 
the first flgbt 

. ''TbjB. Boers now surround Klmberley 
in great numbers and are bent op 'lift- 
ing' cattle and harassing British."

Louisville, Ky-i Nov. 13.— The second 
le^k of uncertainty regarding the re- 
luit of the balloting for governor of 
Kentucky begins with little proapects 
•f immediate r^ief. 

The official count has been in pro- 
gress two days and official returns 
Irom a large majority of the 119 coun- 
ties have narrowed the contest down 
to a nose finish. Each side claims the 
election of its ticket, but the estimated 
plurality of either does not exceed 
3.0C0. While the returns so far re- 
ceived favor Taylor, the result of the 
count may hingo on the decision given

by the county elec tion commissioners 
in' several places where the contests 
have been begun on tbe ground Of al- 
leged Irregularities. 

One of these contests, that In Nel- 
son county, has been- decided ad- 
versely to tbe Republicans. It in- 
volves 1,198 votes — nearly as m«iy as 
either side claims as Its plurality. 

The Democrats w^ill contest the votes 
of some of the mountain counties, 
which return larg9 Republican plural- 
ities. The most important county In- 
volved is Knox, which gave Taylor 
1,3^8 plurality. There are also contests 
In three precincts in Louisville, which 
went Republican. 

In any event, it Is difficult to see 
how a bitter obtest before the IcRis- 
lature and the coMr^s cai^ be avoided. 
All tbe contests now .being opqfildered 
by the county election .oimirs will 
have to be argued before, ^ state 
board of election conimlfsloners, 
which must meet, at Frankfiai within 
a month. Both Ooebel and ."Wlor are 
preparing for this v^ith an,.|B« legal 
talent at their command. ll«anwhlle, 
everything hangs on the official count, 
which may consume a large portion 
of tbe week. In Jefferson county 
(Louivllle) the work Is especially slow. 
Only one ward has been completed In 
the two days' work.

FORCED TO SURRENDER 



Stubborn Veneiuelan Commaader Meets 
With a Crutblai Miit 



ENQAGtX) IN A TERRIBLE BATTLE. 



A Wboj4 city Devastated Mnd Over

e<i Uefore tiie Uuveru- 
ment Triumphed. 



Puerto Cabello, Yeneauela. Nov. 13. 
—General Paredes, a former command- 
er in tlic army of ex-Presldent An- 
drade, who had refused the demand 
made upon him by General Cipriano 
Castro and tbe 4i9 facto auttaoritles 
to surrender tbe town, even when this 
was reinforced by the request ot 
the British, American, French, Ger- 
man and Dutch commanders, has sur- 
rendered after a terrible battle. 

The aspect of the city Is one of ruin 
and (leva5tatlon, and It Is estimated 
that upwards of 650 persons were 
killed or wounded during the fight- 
ing. 

Dr. Bralsted of the United States 

cruiser Detroit, and the other sur- 
geons of the various Warships in the 
harbor, are ministering to the wants 
of the wounded. 

General Ramon Guerra began a land 
attack upon the town and the position 
of General Parades on Friday night. 
Desultory fighting continued until Sat- 
urday morning about 4. and then a 
fierce struggle ensued. General Para- 
des made a stubborn defense but Gen 
eral Guerra forced an entrance into 
the town. 

As early as 8 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing the fleet arrived and began a bom - 
bardment. l)ut the range was too great 
and the firing proved ineffective. 

General Parades htid the tort on the 
hill and Fort LIbertador until Sun- 
day. 

Kohliaat's DecUton. 

Chicago, Nov. 13.— Judge C. C. Kohl- 
saat in the United States circuit court 
rendered an Important decision in the 
drainage canal case, holding that the 
federal court has adjourned the case 
and refuse to mmand it. The Illinois 
and Michigan cuuul commission had 
brought injunction proceedings against 
the sanitary district controlling th t 
drainage canal, to prevent tbe t iming 
of the water of Lake Michigan Into the 
big canal. The Illinois and Michigan 
canal commissioners contended that 
tbe legal battle should be fought In the 
circuit court of Will county, where 
they expected to be able to win, and 
Judge Kohlsaat's decision is regarded 
as favorable to tbe sanitary district, 
and Is expect|d to result in a speedy 
settlement of the points at liaue. It 
Is now believed that the canal will be 
opened Dec. 1. 

Curried to Sea. 

Yuma, A. T., Nov. 13.— Captain Al- 
fonso D. Smith, president, and O. F. 
Brant, vice president, of the Yuma and 
Gulf of California Railroad company 
have arrived from tbe gulf, and re- 
port that no trace can be found of 
Colonel Stoke, chief engineer, Dave 
Unruh, assistant enginei|r; Manuel 
Martlnes and Charles Tysoi^. members 
of a railroad sui^eylng party, who 
were reported a few days ago tO have 
been drowned in the gulf. A party ot 
11 men were engaged surveying a rail 
road from Yuma to the gulf. Tbe four 
above named got Into a small boat 
with the intention of moving camp 10 
miles down the gulf. A gale came up 
and tho boat waa oarrtod to aaa. 



National Naval Koservo. 

Washington, Nov. 13.— The 
feature of tbe annual report of Assiat 
ant Secretary Allen to Secretary I^ong 
relative to the naval militia is bis 
strong endorsement of tbe plan foj* 
the OEganifcation of a national naval 
reserve.

Their Coatvnts Made Kdowd by the 
Wnnlitngton Ofnoluls. 

Washington, Nov. 13.— Among the 
cablegrams received from General Otis 
on the Philippine situation la tbe fol- 
lowing: 

"A number of official insurgent dis- 
patchea were captured by General 
Young's troops in the north and for- 
warded by Lawton. They indicate di- 
rected abandoniiicnt l)y ( acniy of the 
country In vicinity of Cabanatuan ana 
San Jose, and hurried movements by 
way of Taying, over mountains to Ba- 
yonbonay. Among the dispatches tbe 
following appears: 

" 'Tarlac, Nov. 5.— Otis did not ac- 
cept proposition; enemy attacked our 
outposts because^ Otis promised McKln- 
ley to take Tarlac; think they can not 
break through; take care of prl.soiiprs, 
as therein lies our great hopes, espe- 
cially (for) our wives. There is no 
such miscruit (?) either by the govern- 
ment or by MIoag; Spanish commis- 
sioners tried to deceive us; dealing 
with us as Insurgents; our government 
sent them away and they withdrew 
greatly diapleaaed. Quadruple alliance 
between Oermany, France, ftussia and 
Spain is a fact. Before December wo 
Win know our fate. Throughout Eu- 
rope there is sympathy for our cause. 
American Democrata clearly In our 
favor; they are sure of Bryan's tri- 
umph next election. Pay no attention 
to your affairs and never mind the 
rest.' " 

The dispatchea are given verbatim 
as received, with several unintelligible 

words, including "miscruit." Inquiry 
is being made to learn whether this is 
a cable error or a word uaed In the 
Insurgent dispatch. 

>Ir. KIce TcstifTni. 
Washington, Nov. 13.— Mr. George 
Rice of Marietta. O.. who described 
himself aa "a moderate producer of 
oil," was before the Indnstrial commis- 
sion. Mr. Rice had prepared in ad- 
vance a statement setting forth his 
views, which he hftd copjrrighted. This 
copyrighted psimtiblet the commission 
refused to receive as such, but Mr. Rice 
was allowed to proceed under the rules 
of the commission, using the pamphlet 
as the basis of his statement In bis 
formal statement before tbe commis- 
sion Mr. Rice accused tho railroad 
companies generally with conspiring. 
In connection with the Standard Oil 
company, to drive independent refin- 
eries oat of the field. 

Itaiikc'r''s Son Killed. 
Urbana, la., Nov. 13.— Clarence Bur- 
rell, son of Banker J. Q. Burrell was 
killed by an explosion of dynamite. 
Clarence Burrell had just opened the 
doors of bis father's private bank, 
when there was a smothered explosion 
in the Monitor store next door. He 
rushed Into the building. When Bur- 
rell reached the rear of the building a 
second explosion of great force rang 
out. Pieces of wreckage struck Bur 
rell In tbe neck, decapitating him. Fire 
following the explosions desfroycil 
both buildings. There is no known 
cause for the explosion, but the author- 
ities are working on the theory that 
It was done by fneendlaries. 

will Honor Colonels. 
Washington, Nov. 13.— It is under- 
stood that tbe praaldent will avail 
himself of the opportunity offered by 
tbe existence of vacancies in the reg- 
ular<arniy < auseil t)y the death of Gen- 
eral Henry and the retirement of Gen- 
eral Shatter to promote and retire, 
with tbe rank of brigadier general In 
tbe regular army, several of the few 
remaining colonels of the regular es- 
tablishment, who rendered conspicuous 
■arrleaa In the civil war. This would 
be a revival. of tha movement which 
led to the retirement in this manner 
of five of those colonels when General 
Shafter's retirement occurred. 

Sale of Cloverleaf. 

Cincinnati, Nov. 13.— Judge Taft of 
the United States circuit court ot ap- 
peals, signed a decree directing the 
sale of the Toledo, St. Louis and Kan- 
sas railway, known as the Cloverleaf 
Route, by the master commissioner, 
on a day hereafter to be fixed, but npt 
later khan Feb. 1.

Manilla, Nov. 13.— General MacAr- 
thur and General Lawton are closing 

in on Tarlac. Communication with dis- 
tant points is impossible except by 
means of the government wire, which 
Is crowded with pfflclal buslneas. 

MacArtbur took Bamban Sunday. 
This Is supposed to be tho strongest 
position held by the Filipinos, except 
Tarlac. The brief accounts of the en- 
gagement received indicate that t^e 
rebels fought according to their recent 
tactics, retreating after firing a few 
volley.s. One officer of the Thirty-sixth 
regiment is the only American re- 
ported killed. 

General MacArtbur began his ad- 
vance at daylight— Colonel Smith, with 
the Seventeenth regiment on the 
right; Major Bell's command and the 
Thirty-si](tb on the left and tbe 
Ninth In the center. Colonel Smith en- 
countered a small force at I'oca, easily 
dispersing the rebels. Major Bell se- 
cured a position on the mountain, 
from which he poured an enfilading 
fire from rifles and Hotchkiss guns 
upon the first line of the enemy's 
trenches. The Filipinos stood the fire 
for 20 minutes and then retreated to 
the mountains. General MacArthur en- 
tered Bamban at iO O'clock and Col- 
onel Smith occupied Capaa. tha first 

town beyond. 

General Lawton's headquarters Is 
still at Canabatun. General Young, 
with his cavalry infantry. Is still push- 
ing ahead through the fearful mud, 
but bis exact whereabouts is not 
known.

San Francisco. Nov. 13. — Corporal L. 
B. Price of the Tennessee volunteers 
was killed shortly before the regiment 
left tbe islands under peculiar circum- 
stances. He was sul)jf'rt to fits and 
somnambulism and was in the habit 
of sleeping with a red doth around 
his head to protect it from Insects. 
One night while asleep he wandered by 
the line and as be was returning he 
was mistaken for a Filipino by a mem- 
ber of tho sixth Infantry, who shot 
him.

Bq^iMIeut Say He Mist Be Depesc4 as 
Matlaial Chainiai.

The demand for tbevetirement of Sen- 
ator Hanna from active management of 
the Republican forces in th«4 field in next 
year's campaign bas become outspoken 
here as a result of Tuesday's election in 
Ohio. 

Kepublicans of ioflaenoe here, men 
who hold office under the administra- 
tion and others in Congress, say that 
prompt steps will be taken to secure 
Hinna's retirement. It is said that the 
President holds the victory in Ohio waa 
a vladicatiou of .Mr. lianna and that he 
Still clings to him aa one of the most 
capable leaders the party has had. 
It therefore requires some diplomacy to 
inform him of the opinion adverse to the 
Ohio Senator. It is said, however, that 
the purpose to depose Mr. Hanna 
i^ (leterinined, and that Hanna himself, 
if not the President, will be brought to 
understand that his coktinuanoa at the 
head of the National Committee during 
the Presidential campaign will be against 
the Judgment of party leaden.

on the defensive.

Offleials. 



Gtl. Boone ArreNted on Charge of Taking 
Valnakis Papers frnm tk« Preal- 
iMfl DMk. 



Col. Albert £. Boone, promoter of the 
"BiMsk OUiyond" mllitMd, was artMt«d 
at Dover Saturday morning by Constable 

Ojborne on a warrant sworn out before 
'Squire John J. Perriue by Col. Sam 
Stairs, Vice President of the Dover, Ken- 
t icky and South Atlantic Railway Com- 
pany, charging Col. Boone with unlaw- 
fully breaking into the desk of the late 
James N. Boyd, then President of the 
Dover branch of tbn "Blank XMamond" 
and taking valuable pnpara and Ittim 
therefrom. 

Col. Boone waived examination and 
was bound over to the grand jury under 
$1,000 bond, which he gave with Bditor 
Thomas A. Davis of this city, and Mayor 
\\. H. Kennedy, of Carlisle, as sureties. 

The alleged offense was committed 
June 27th last. Ool. Boone claims that 
he had a right to enter the ofDce at Do- 
ver. He denies that he took any papers 
Irom Preeident Boyd's desk unlawfully, 
and claims there Is nothing in the eom- 
plaint analnat him. 

Col. Stairs, who swore out the warrant, 
claims to have a strong case against 
Boone, and says the prosecution will be 
pushed vigorously. 

It is claimed that Col. Boone stayed 
all night in the railroad company's office 
at Dover on the night in question. Some 
time afterward the discovery was made 
that all the letters in the letterpress 
copybook were torn out and valuable pa- 
pers were missing from President Boyd's 
desk, containing rights of way and es- 
timates of ooits of oonstruotlon and cor- 
respondence with the London syndicate 
that ia backing the Black Diamond finan- 
cially. 

It is claimed tbat Ool. Boone now baa 

these letters and papers in his poaaession 
unlawfully and is using them to at'.vance 
bis own intereata to the detriment of 
otbera.' 

For some time Boone has claimed that 

C3rtain members of the company were in 
a scheme to "freeze him out" of the en- 
terprise. The Cnglish syndicate has re- 
fused to recognise Boone in its negoUa- 
tions, and has been conferring only with 
the directors and olhcera of the road. 
This has nettled Boone. 

Vice President Stidrs says that Boone 
baa been promising all along to return 
the papers taken by him, but hae failed 
to keep his promise, and that the affair 
finally reached that stage where his ar- 
rest waa determined upon. It. was the 
i itention of the officials to place bis case 
before the neat grand j ury.

Hh Pretobly "Ust" tke "Black

The latest rumor about the Black Dia- 
mond railroad is thai the big scheme of 
building a road from Columbus, Ohio, to 
Port Royal, South Carolina, has been 
ii\ven up and that the attention of the 
promoters will first be given to the con- 
atmotion of the road from Jellieo to the 
sea, as was first planned. 

The rumor has it that Dickinson, the 
financial agent, and Kiricby, the IVesi- 
dent of the road, are together in this la- 
test plan while Ool. Albert E. Boone 
holds to the larger scheme. 

As far as the franchises and all rights 
are concerned it la said'DIokiniott and 
Kirkby have praoticaliy eveiytbinf in 
their power. 

From the indications the English cap- 
italists interested in the road ])refer first 
to build the road from the coal, timber 
and mineral fields of Kast Tenneasee to 
the sea and when that is done take up 
the extension of the line northward. A 
Kcntleman recently from South Carolina 
aaya people in the Carolines are very 
anxious to get a line to Knoxville. One 
of the chief reasons for the Carolinas de- 
siring a direct line in the direction likt 
the Mack Diamond road is for the eoal 
rates that would be secowd. 

At present portions of North and 
South Carolina are compelled to pay big 
prices for coal. The timber resourcss, 



now completely Inaccessible for the road. 

The surveys which have been rapidly 
puahed through North and South Caro- 
lina are no4r near completion and esti- 
UMtea on construction will soon be in 
the handa of the financial agent. 

The local officiala of the Black Diamond 
road have not been informed of any in- 
tention to build only part of the road. 

It ia said, however, that the scheme ia 
one which Dickinaon and Kirkby are 
quiently working on their own hook.
